Defense Secretary Melvin R. 
Laird has refused to take part 
in a taped interview .with CBS 
for. a forthcoming documen- 
tary- called “POWs— Pawns of 
War!”

Henkin ( said Laird’s refusal 
to do the taped interview was 
“not a binding role on aU in- 
terviews,” but that the POW 
issue “was. a very Sensitive' 
matter” and only a live inter- 
view wojuld be acceptable; ; 

Interviews , ;; 'recorded on 

video tape can be edited be- 
fore being broadcast. One of 
the -Pentagon’s chief com- 
plaints about CBS’s award- 
winning “Selling of the Penta- 
gon” — which was sharply criti- 
cal of Pentagon public rela- 
tions— was ^the networks edit- 
ing of interviews with Henkin, 
assistant secretary of defense 
for public affairs. 

. A negotiated settlement in 
the new dispute does .not ap- ! 
pear likely. ' A ; 
v CBS News bureau manager 
in Washington, William. J. 
Small, said yesterday that 
there “are times when. CBS 
News is delighted to put the 
Secretary of Defense on live,” 
but that “it is extremely rare 
that anyone is interviewed live 
on a documentary, as Mr. 
Laird and Mr. Henkin both 
know.’.’ - 

“When newspapers and mag- 
azines concede to a similar re- 
quest by granting Mr. Laird a 
certain number" of column 
inches to fill -as he sees fit, the 
-CBS News will consider grant- 


ing him a , certain amount of 
time to appear live within an 
otherwise , filmed doeumen- 
toy. s 'After such considera- 
tion,”; Small ■ added, “our an- 
swer will still be- ‘no’". 

* At ; the Pentagon yesterday, 
TV network reporters argued 
with -Henkin that live inserts 
in otherwise filmed documen- 
taries are very difficult to do 
from a technical standpoint, 
but Henkin said it has been 
done before and is “not techni- 
cally impossible.” 

. The CBS report will be pres- 
ented in two parts, June 22 


and June 29, and will deal 
with the , status of U.S. prison- 
ers held by Hanoi and pros- 
pects for their release, accord- 
ing to the network. 

The Defense Secretary was 
first- approached on the POW 
subject by CBS several weeks 
;ago and indicated that only a 
live’ interview would be ac- 
ceptable on that subject 
.Even with no live interview, 
Laird probably will still be 
seen bn the show, in film, clips 
of earlier press conference On 
congressional appearances, ac- 
cording to Small. .
